Jack’s 
luck ran out this year when his machine 
failed him and this 2 time winner of the 
trail bike class had to become a 
spectator.

THIS IS THE DIARY of two “typical Amer- 
ican teenagers, “Jim Nicholson and Marty 
(Mark) MacDonald, who left California bound 
for Vermont or bust, with their bikes in a 
trailer towed behind their rickety old truck. 
We find our heroes on the threshold of a new 
adventure, as Jim continues the tale: 


May 18, 1963 — Saturday 
FISH AT THE BRIDGE 


Got up late, ate breakfast. Decided 
to go fishing dowm somewhere by a 
bridge. Danny went along with us and 
June packed us a lunch. When we got 
down to the bridge which crosses over 
the channel which connects the fourth 


lake with the fifth lake, we fished for 
an hour or so. We left early because it 
started raining and the wind blew so 
hard we couldn’t keep our lines in the 
water. We ate our lunches then drove 
back to the house. 

We went to the bike shop to find out 
whether there were any races going on 
this weekend. (There weren’t.) We read 
some magazines, had supper and after- 
к raced the cars. Went to bed about 
12:00. 

May 19, 1963 - Sunday 


DAYS AT SEA 


We got up fairly early. While we ate 
breakfast we discussed what we should 
do this here day. We both decided to do 
some more fishing at the seven chain 
lakes. We got all ready, even had rain- 
suits just in case. We loaded up Sam’s 
dinghy, which is about 8 feet long with 
the 3.6 hp outboard motor, and climbed 
in after locking up the truck which we 
left by the dock where we had gotten 
stuck the other day. 

I pulled the starter cord and away we 


went, at the fantastic speed of 5 mph. 
We stopped at various places around 
Wolf Lake and fished. A few hours after, 
we putted down past the fifth lake and 
fished the channels. I caught a small 
bass in the lily pads as Mark was pulling 
up sunfish and perch by the dozens. 
Just about every time we’d cast our 
lines out, here’d come some ol’ boat 
around the bend, blasting its horn while 
going throug the bridge. They didn’t 
mind speeding past us with their big 
grins and the wakes of their boats 
almost capsizing us. 

We cruised through the twisting chan- 
nels and almost caught some wild ducks. 
We turned left toward the seventh lake 
at the place near the reeds that we fish- 
ed last Friday. We needed some more 
worms so we decided to go down to 
Michigan Center Lake and buy some 
more. We headed across the last and 
roughest of these lakes. The waves were 
so high that every time we hit one we 
would get a shower of water in our 
faces. 

We noticed an outboard in the center 
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of the lake that seemed to be conked 
out. We steered up to them. They were a 
bunch of teenagers. We offered our help 
and towed them to shore. 

After tangling the prop in weeds a 


few dozen times, we turned into the 
channel where the bait store is. We 
pulled up at a dock and then went over 
to where they were holding an annual 
carp contest. It was a contest where 
they give all sorts of prizes for the ones 
who shoot the largest carp with bows 
and arrows or spears. (I forgot, yester- 
day we were down here, too.) 

We started up the motor and headed 
back towards the lake. Once on the lake 
I noticed an old abandoned house which 
we decided to spend the night in because 
it was getting late. So we landed the 
boat and pulled it up to the old house. 
We carried most of our stuff inside. I 
went down to a store to phone June and 
let them know we wouldn’t be home to- 
night. When I got back we started a fire 
where one had been going inside the 
house. We planned on cooking our fish 
and drying out our wet clothes. 

Just as the fire got going, a man 
came barging in, yelling at us and cuss- 
ing)us for trespassing on his property. 
He told us to get the hell out of hereand 
leave the boat here. Mark said we 
couldn’t do that. The man said he was 
going to call the sheriff. We quickly 
pulled our boat into the lake and were 
gone within minutes. 

We didn’t know what to do now so 
we decided to stay at an ice house just 
at the end of the lake. We planned on 
sleeping outside and built a fire near 
the tin house. After this we fished on 
the shore of the lake. We caught fish as 
soon as our bait hit the water. We fished 
till dark, then laid down next to the fire. 
We didn’t have any sleeping stuff, just 
our rainsuits. About twelve o’clock I 
got up and lit the fire again because 
neither one of us was able to get a bit 
of sleep. Even by the fire it was cold 
and we were running out of wood. We 
decided to try and sleep im the old ice 
house, so we spent the rest of the night 
in there. We both slept on the floor. 
Still, inside the ice house, we couldn’t 
get any sleep because of the extreme 
coldness.

runs and that you are against them. 

I am the new owner of the track and 
property at Elsinore and would naturally 
like to get off on the rightfoot withevery 
one concerning motorcycling. The reason 
for the last two open Sunday no-point 
runs was for some of the riders that like 
the track and want to race there. Sure I 
know that some riders don’t like the track 
and from what I can find out, the man- 
agement before had some misunderstanding 
with some clubs and riders. I purchased 
this property and track with the thought 
that it was, and could be a great place 
for motorcycling. If there are some things 
that are not liked by some, maybe there 
are others that do. 

There are some that think that these 
open Sunday no point runs are just to 
put money in the promoter’s pocket, but 
this isn’t so. At the June fifth run there 
were 61 riders and 168 spectators at 
$1.00 each which is only $229.00. If any- 
one thinks this will pay for insurance, 
ambulance, flagmen, trophies and track 
maintenance they are nuts. This doesn’t 
include the cost of the property and 
equipment. 

I am not crying about the money that 
I have spent and the money it costs to 
have these events because I plan to have 
more in the future, in fact we are now 
installing lights at the track and plan 
to run every Saturday night. 

Sure I want the clubs to use my track 
for point runs because that is the only 
way I can get my investment back and I 
did have that in mind.

Would Haybales Help? 


I am appalled at the matter of fact 
attitude about our riders being killed 
every year at Ascot. It is the fastest, 
best track in the U.S. and because of 
the speeds that are being reached I 
believe that some of these could be 
averted. I have been attending Ascot 
since its first motorcycle race. I can 
even say I have ridden it for 4 years, 
both TT and % mile.I believe our equip- 
ment is the best in the business, and I 
have given this problem a lof of thought. 

Ibelieve that if the wall was covered 
with hay bales at least maybe 45° off 
the center of both north and south turns. 
I have been to indoor races and even 
our TT’s and noticed how effective they 
are there. Every form of racing, almost, 
uses the hay bales and they are very 
good for absorbing the shock or impact 
of men and machines tearing into the 
wall of hay. 

I know the hay bales wouldn’t be 
needed all the way to the straight-a-way 
and they would be extra work and an 
outlay of money, but if it would save a 
few boys or fathers and machines, it 
would be worth it, 

These walls as they exist are as 
solid as concrete, they are curtains for 
a bike and riders. If these bales were 
put 2 high against the wall, I know the 
riders will still keep coming even if 
nothing is done, but these deaths are 
hurting our sport. I spend much time at 
work and other places telling people of 
our sport and how safe it is and then 
they hear of these deaths and are sick- 
ened of the sport. 

I hear we went to the ball end con- 
trols after Jimmy Phillips was killed, 
and folding pigs after George Everett, 
now maybe Bud Waugh’s death won't be 
in vain if, an attempt to protect the 
riders from that solid crash wall where 
it needs it. 

I realize the hay would have to be 
lifted up on the wall for the cars to race 
but that would be small work if it 
succeeded. 

I am hoping the paper will publish 
this, maybe other ideas will come forth. 

Thanking you for hearing my com- 
plaints. I have been riding since 1938 
so I love the sport.

Open Letter to AMA Officers and 


Representatives 

We would like to determine our status 
as of this date. The AMA has revoked 
our charter, and consequently our June 
26th sanction, dueto a letter of criticism 
we submitted to Columbus, Ohio. That 
letter was not then, nor is it now to be 
interpreted as our resignation form the 
AMA. 

At a recent Competition Comm. meet- 
ing, The AMA National representative 
for this area, advised us that Columbus, 
Ohio, was upset due to our dual sanc- 


tion for the Perris event. He stated this 
was not permitted by AMA regulations. 
After much reading and study, we still 
cannot find this rule, however, we ten- 
tatively accept his statement, although 
we feel other member clubs of Dist. 37 
should be informed of these obscure 
tules, in order to prevent their being 
penalized. 

We were also advised our charter 
would be renewed after June 26, upon 
reapplication to Columbus. In the event 
we dropped any other affiliation prior to 
that date, our charterand sanction would 
have been reinstated immediately. Due 
to prior obligations, we could not ac- 
cept this “pardon” by race time. 

It is our understanding that several 
otherlocal clubs have since sent similar 
letters of criticism to the AMA, and we 
wonder if they too, have been expelled? 

To again clarify our complaint, we 
feel pro riders should be allowed to 
compete in sporting events, if they so 
desire. We propose an “Expert Profes- 
sional Class” where required, and do 
not feel this problem should wait a year 
for re-evaluation by the AMA. Further- 
more, riders should be permitted to ride 
when, where, and whatever events they 
desire, without fear of reprisals. Poli- 
tics mean little to us, riding and com- 
peting in motorcycle activities mean 
much, 

If the AMA in Columbus, Ohio can- 
not help us in this area, then we submit 
Dist. 37 Sports Comm. should be our 
sole governing body, and we pledge our 
full support to them. 

In the meantime, should they be de- 
sired, we have completed forms for our 
Benefit TT, but will not submit them, if 
in so doing, we will jeopardize our 
entries, or subjéct them to AMA sus- 
pension, in the event any of the 200 
plus participants happened to be AMA 
members. 

We will hold a Grand Prix Scrambles 
in November and would like to have the 


District participation and approval 
settle by that date.

Me Rider 


We hate probing old wounds, but the 
fractured relationship between AMA 
bigwigs and California sporting riders 
is not mending properly by itself. If you 
are reading Cycle News for the first 
time, allow me to put you in the picture. 

The American Motorcycle Assoc- 
iation, our national competition co- 
ordinating and race sanctioning body, 
sets the rules for the vast majority of 
clubs and races in the U.S. This year 
they passed a new rule prohibiting their 
Class C (professional) racers from a 
non-class C (sportsman) scrambles or 
TT-scrambles. Also, beginning this 
year, an AMA rule gives clubs permis- 
~ion to pay money prizes or trophies at 
their events. 

For lack of official communication 
accompanying the new rules, we are 
left to deduce the reasoning in favor 
of them as follows: 

1. By requiring racers to perform ex- 
clusively for professional race promo- 
ters, higher purses can be negotiated 
anda general increase in racers incomes 
can be achieved. 

2. Promoters will be encouraged to 
create local stars by spending for pub- 
licity, if they know they won’t be 
building heroes for their non-profit 
competition (the sportsmen clubs) to 
capitalize on, 

3. Eastern clubs have been paying 
money to scrambles winners surrept- 
itiously anyway, so why not legalize it 
and recognize the need? 

The only strong objections to the 
rules come from the sportsmen. Some 
Amateurclass professionals also feel 
that they should be allowed to develop 
their skills in both kinds of racing 
before they are thrown in against the 
professional experts. The sportsmen 
profess concern for the pro who likes 
to ride for fun and practise. 

The clubs haveexperienced a slight 
loss of revenue from their events since 
the rule has been enforced, but they do 
not seem concerned about this. Sports- 
men here voted unanimously not to pay 
money prizes because they feel that 
would smack of professionalism. Calif- 
ornia sportsmen are, without exception, 
dedicated, amateur fun-riders. Money 
would only tempt their treasurers and 
taint their event,, they believe. 

Yet they are enthusiastic showmen 
when it comes to promoting a club 
scrambles and they feel, quite rightly, 
that the best part of their show has

been taken away without so much as a 
“would you mind...?’” 

As a result, communications between 
AMA headquarters and Califomia clubs 
have entered the note-on-a-brick-through- 
the-window stage. 


We hate to see this misunderstanding 
continue on its perilous route to se- 
cession because we suspect that, for 
all its blunders, the AMA now has 
possibilities of leading american motor- 
cycling in the general direction of up. 
We don’t think the AMA will make it 
without the solid backing of California’s 
sportsmen clubs and riders. 

Therefore we sincerely offer a sug- 
gestion which the AMA Competition 
Committee may wish to consider. It is 
not Cycle News’ idea, nor should anyone 
else attempt to take credit for it. But 
it may serve as a compromise solution 
that would benefit all three million of 
us who like motorcycles and want to 
see the sport improve. The suggestion 
is this: Amend the rule to permit Ama- 
teur Class C professional riders to 
compete in sportsmen events where no 
money prizes are paid. This would 
still leave the Expert Class C riders as 
the exclusive property of the big-time 
promoters and they should then be paid 
commensurate with their skill. The 
sportsmen clubs would continue to 
develop future Class C racers, as they 
always have, without diminishing the 
promoters’ gate. 

If the Competition Rules Committee 
would pass this amendment with the 
utmost speed that they are capable of, 
Cycle News will happily headline the 
act in letters three inches tall!

cares to remember, (would you believe

(Continued from last week) 


Tuesday — March 8 


Up early — 6 o‘clock — but breakfast 
took an eternity. Guess we were the 
only ones in a hurry! Weather was very 
warm. Our white jackets and helmets 
reflected the sun, keeping us cooler, 
and made us easily visible to approach- 
ing drivers. At noon we had lunch in 
beautiful Guaymas, by the ocean, a truly 
delightful spot. and a welcome change 
from the heat. Food was becoming a 
problem — we were getting hungry! At 
home we all like Mexican food and go 
out especially to get some. But, three 
times a day? We tried their “American” 
dishes and decided we better stick to 
native foods. 

Up and at ‘em again. The countryside 
is very interesting here, many little 
villages. Obregon is a particularly up- 
and-coming agricultural city. Huge fields 
were under cultivation, and the most 
modern of farm machinery in use. What a 
land of contrasts Mexico is; very rich or 
very poor —— very new or very old — and 
so many times, side by side. Here is a 
large modern factory, and next to it, a 
few adobe huts where the men are work- 
ing with burros laden with palm fronds. 
(building material?) No man seems to be 
complete without a machete. Everyman 
was either carrying one or using one. 
Here grew tobacco, sugar cane, and the 
magveg cactus from which Tequila is 
made. 

We lost the route and ended in a dead- 
end street. Route signs are scarce. 
There was a taxi driver on the street, 
and we finally got across to him what 
we wanted. He beckoned us to follow, 
led us out to the main street, then got 
out of the taxi to point the way to us. 
This was only one of many little kind- 
nesses shown to us. Finally we arrived 
in Navajoa, and such a beautiful motel! 
Built in the old Spanish style with foot- 
thick walls and plumbing that actually 
worked! It was so relaxing to set around 
the pool sipping margueritas, with the 
Mariachis serenading us. Ah me! This 
was what we’d been travelling so far 
to enjoy. Life was beautiful — tiredness 
flowed out of us. 


Wednesday — March 9 


Most restaurants will put up box 
lunches for touristas, we found out, so 
today we tried it for first time. Finally 
we were getting smart! 

We wish we knew how many miles we 
were getting to the gallon. Everything 
is in liters. Gas stations are not plenti- 
ful, so we pulled in whenever we saw 
one, even though we had only gone 50 
miles since last stop. The next one 
could be too far. There is one stretch of 
125 miles without a single gas station! 

Goal for the day was Culiacan. Very 
hot, and we were glad when our motel 
was in sight. That, and every other 
motel in town, was full, due to a Rotary 
District Conference. Even tho Irv is 
President-elect of his Rotary Club here 
at home, I’m afraid we all thought some 
unkind thoughts about visiting Rotar 
ians, for it meant driving another 142 
miles. I should explain that there are 
motels in only certain cities,some close 
together, some very far apart. And, when 
our book said there was no approved 
motel, they generally meant that there 
was NO motel, approved or otherwise. 
This fact completely influenced our 
mileage per day. Mazatlan was the next 
city listed with motels, it was late 
afternoon, and we didn’t want to travel 
after dark. We lost the route signs again, 
and this time a friendly motorcycle 
policeman escorted us to the route, and 
on as far as the city limits. 

We had been wamed many times not 
to travel after dark, and we found out 
why! The many animals roaming around 
were a problem, but the real problem 
was some of the Mexican drivers without 
lights on their vehicles and also driving 
on the wrong side of the road! We were 
in the mountains when the sun set, and 
sweated out the road for a bit until 
along came a bus. We got behind it and 
clung to it all the way down into Mazat- 
lan. A real hair-raising ride it was, but 
we felt indebted to him. Once the 
handlebars of our cycle just missed a 
cow’s horns. We were too tired to dress 
for dinner that night, so ordered dinner 
served in our room. Talk about luxury! 
And it cost us the equivalent of two 
American dollars per person——complete 
dinner and drinks. How about that!

Also in the news is Marty Lunde, a 
former AFM rider. He recently scored a 
sixth place at the International meeting 
at Snetterton circuit. This is the highest 
placing ever by an American at an 
International race in Britain. One must 
be aware of how close the racing is in 
England to appreciate a fourth or sixth 
place. Often the top five or six finishers 
will cross the line within two or three 
seconds of each other, with lead-swap- 
ping taking place during the entire race. 
We hope, by organizing professional 
type races, to build the same caliber of 
European style road racing in this 
country. 

Meanwhile, on our side of the ocean,,. 
several AFM riders have been making 
notable progress of late. One who has 
been in the headlines for some time is 
Ron Grant. Ron is after the AFM titles 
in both the 250 and 350 classes and will 
be making a bid this Sunday at Whiteman 
in both classes. In the 250 class Grant 
has scored two firsts and one second — 
riding several different machines— 
(would you believe — Har-Dav Sprint, 
Parilla, Suzuki X-6 and Bultaco 6 Spd. 
water cooled?) Ron has also gained 
three firsts in the 350 class, aboard the 
potent Bob Vineyard Honda Hawk. 
Suzuki are here, and in a big way. The 
Suzuki team may well dominate three 
classes of AFM racing this year. They 
have a works water cooled twin 50cc 
for that class that is really fast (over 
105 mph)-as well as a 125 water cooled 
8 spd. twin for the 125 class and an- 
other (125) for the 250 class. And they 
are winning, having scored wins inclass 
every time but once, when Koshino had 
to drop out with mechanical difficulty. 
The only riders to show the works Suz- 
ukis a rear tire this season are Don 
Anselm and Barry Herrmann, of the 
Power Research Racing Team. This was 
at Whiteman on May 29th, and this short 
course may prove to be an equalizer. 
Koshino, of course, won the 50cc class 
as Anselm andHerrmann were on 100cc 
class Yamahas. The Power Research 
Racing Team is to be commended on the 
thorough preparation given theirmachines. 
They are always immaculate and run 
quite fast and reliably. 

We always encourage factory and 
shop sponsored machines, as they add 
to the spectators enjoyment and we are 
tailoring our events to please you, Mr. 
& Mrs. Racefan. If you are a racing fan 
or a potential spectator and would like 
to see some exciting competition be- 
tween a group of highly skilled riders 
on some exotic racing motorcycles, then 
make Whiteman Stadium this Sunday, 
July 10th. See the calendar of events 
for directions. With that I'll leave you 
with a teaser - the “‘King of Whiteman’ 
is coming!

TEST REPORT 


(Continued from last week) 


After the first installment of this series describing our test experiences 
with the 1966 BSA Lightning appeared last week, we received a telephone 
call from Oakland. Tom Gates, BSA Western’s esteemed service manager in- 
formed us that Joseph Lucas Ltd., the British electrical parts manufacturers, 
have lately produced a new battery for the 12-volt BSA’s which incorporates 
an overflow tube that should help eliminate the corrosion caused by battery 
boil-over, as noted last week. We will have this new battery installed, and 
shall report our findings when we have tested it. Gates believes that the 
spill-over which irked us, and other BSA owners, is caused by vibration of 
the battery, more than overcharging, so owners are cautioned not to alter the 


charging rate. 
GENERAL IMPRESSIONS 

After a short trip on our BSA Lightning, another newsman described it as 
“the Cadillac of British motorcycles.” The description fits, except for the 
fact that nobody races Cadillacs any more. We have never owned a more com- 
fortable feeling motorcycle, and this sentiment is echoed by the often neg- 
lected pillion passenger. Starting with the plush dual seat, the BSA is lavish 
with creature comforts. Shock and fork spring rates are ideal for all kinds of 
highway riding, combining as they do both bump absorption and the quick 
recovery damping needed for sporty cornering on bumpy roads. No other bike 
in our experience (and that includes all but a few of the latest models) has 
achieved quite the ideal balance of comfort and handling that the BSA has. 

We find the standard handlebars a trifle forward for California taste. One 
of the modifications we will try in the future is to fit a pair of Barnett bars 
to place the grips slightly farther back of the steering pivot. This location 
not only makes for a more comfortable tiding position, but also helps the 
rider keep the front wheel pointed straight when it is off the ground in a 
wheelie. Yes, even a paragon of the pavement like our test bike spends some 
of its road time on the rear wheel only. At times like that we wish the factory 
included double damping forks on their road machines, like their scramblers 
have. Two-way damping kits are available, of course, but most riders will not 
need them in normal use. 

Easy starting is one of the ‘66 Lightning’s chief virtues. Considering its 
9-to-one compression ratio, we would expect it to call for a hefty lunge on 
the starter, but it takes only a mild dab to set the engine purring. We find it 
helps to “break” the clutch by pulling the lever on the left handlebar and 
free-wheeling the kick starter once before starting. If this drill is neglected, 
the cogs may grind while engaging first gear. 

The ignition switch on the steering tube cuts off all juice except to the 
horn when it is turned off. The ignition is heavily armored and should be 
difficult for thieves to “hotwire.” 


Being rather busy these days and unable to afford the luxury of 
performing our own maintenance on our machinery, we decided to try 
treating the BSA as if it were a car as far as servicing the machine 
goes. Knowledgeable friends in the industry laughed when we declared 
this intent. “Bikes need more attention” they said. Yet the BSA had 
nearly 700 miles on the odometer when we took it back to Long Beach 


Honda for its first checkup and about 2500 the second time. 

In the first 700 miles it jettisoned a few loose parts (primary case in- 
spection plug, light switch knob) and we caught a tail light lens and tank 
medallion just before they parted company with the bike. Both headlight high 
beam and tail light bulbs needed to be replaced and considerable vibration 
and loss of power developed from about 500 miles. After the first tuneup, oil 
change, etc. the bike performed-much better than new and it felt increasingly 
more powerful as the miles loosened the engine up. 

We had intended to do our %4-mile accelleration tests at 1,000 miles, but 
the bike did not feel properly broken in at that mileage, so we waited until 
over 2500 miles had gone beneath the wheels before burning it through the 
Lions drags. Three runs through the lights were enough to determine that 
this motorcycle is a proud performer. 

The first run is usually the fastest on a well tuned test bike, so we 
clutched off the line and yanked up the slides for a 89.37 mph top speed at 
the end of the quarter in 15.19 seconds from a standing start. Not bad speed 
for a stock 40 incher, but we though the E.T. could be improved. So the next 
trip we wound the engine to 6,000 rpm on the line and flung the clutch. The 
rear Dunlop immediately broke traction and, slightly smoking, delivered a 
time of 14.76 seconds with 88.23 top speed. The third run fell between these 
times and confirmed the bike’s consistent performance. Shift points were at 
ne 7,000 rpm from first, 6500 from 2nd and it was all peaked out 
in 3rd.

geles in its trip to the north, com- 
posed of two Triumphs, a Honda and 
a Harley. Hight people and four 
autos. This same group arrived at 
Fremont and returned intact, which 
is a major accomplishment over a 
4th of July weekend.

Circuit 
Around the country with the 
Californians

June 24, 25 and 26 proved to be 
rather exciting days and interesting. 
The weekend had three half-miles in 
Ohio, including the 10-Mile National in 
Columbus. 

Friday night was at Eldora Speedway 
in Rossburg, Ohio. This is quite a 
track. It has very high banks and is al- 
mostlike riding in a coffee cup. Although 
most of the riders enjoyed racing on it, 
it proved to be rather a dangerous track. 
There were several spills, one of which 
was a fatal. It happened in an amateur 
heat. Bill Johnson, 50m from Shawnee, 
Oklahoma, went down in turn ‘three, 
hitting the fence hard, bouncing back 
onto the track and becoming unavoidably 
entangled with another rider. Bill was 
one of the better amateurs traveling the 
circuit. He is survived by his wife. 

Neil Keen took a fourth in his heat, 
but went out in the first lap of the main 
with motor troubles. Cal Rayborn took a 
third in his heat and a fifth in the final. 
Phil Hawk was plagued again with motor 
troubles, but he rode his spare bike to 
take a sixth in his heat. Red McKeen 
and his wife Judy, made their appearance 
here, coming from their tour of the East- 
em races. Red and wife will also make 
their racing circuit home in Waukegan, 

The main was won by Gary Nixon, 
with Darell Dovel pushing him all the

way to take second. Ronnie Rall was 
third and Bates Moneaux was fourth. 

That night most of the riders drove to 
Lebanon, Illinois for Saturday night’s 
race. Many other riders who would attend 
national went to Lebanon also. It is a 
very well known “night before the nation- 
al” race and is supposed to be a great 
thing to attend and ride. The track itself 
is good and liked by most of the riders. 
But what a big farce this “great (ha) 
race” really is. The people really turn 
out for the motorcycle races in the State 
of Ohio. At Lebanon there was probably 
about seven thousand people and out of 
these was a relatively small number of 
dirty shirts. Maybe a couple of hunared. 
But even in their small number, could 
and did do a lot of unnecessary damage. 
They gave performances all evening in 
back of the grandstands where the street 
bikes were parked and the racers were 
pitted. Such as pouring beer on one an- 
other, being obscene, racing up and 
down the parking lot on their bikes, 
throwing beer on bikes parked there and 
generally being a nuisance. 

There was also a large number of 
them gathered in turn three. Finally 
after taking on a lot of fire water and 
just as the Expert qualifying heats got 
started, they knocked the fence in on 
the track. They did this twice. They 
also threw beer bottles and fire crackers 
on the track. The police ignored them 
and almost flatly refused to do anything 
about them, giving a feeble excuse, 
When the Expert heats got started, the 
Expert riders refused to race until the 
condition was corrected. 

So the announcer gives the street 
meanies a little talk. As he was saying 
“please don’t throw any more bottles on 
the track”, one was thrown by such a 
character, rolling to a stop by the Expert 
racers who were accumulated just behind 
the start-finish line. It was retrived by a 
well known expert, who walked up to the 
fence and not too politely threw it back 
on him, This dirty shirt imagined he 
would come over the fence onto the track 
and his buddies would be behind him. 
He was sadly mistaken. He was greeted 
by several expert riders, who gave him 
a few friendly (not too) taps. A couple 
more of his buddies decided to come to 
his rescue. They were given a warm 
welcome (not too). After this example, 
there was no more trouble with the dirty 
shirts at the race tracks for the rest of 
the weekend. Yet it is too bad that the 
racers themselves, who put on a good 
show, risking their lives for too little 
money, also have to contend with unsafe 
conditions, spectators of all kinds 
wandering through the pits, being in the 
infield, crossing the track whenever 
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they please and be their own police, 
while the promotor sits back and gets 
fat. 

After the commotion Phil ‘Hawk, Jim 
McMurren, Neil Keen and several other 
racers still refused to ride. It was really 
too bad that all the other riders didn’t 
stick together a little longer, by refusing 
to ride, and maybe the promotor would 
have realized that allowing these un- 
wanted and not needed creeps entrance 
to a race causes nothing but trouble for 
all who really enjoy motorcycling and 
contribute so much to make it a great 
sport. 

The next day at the 10-Mile National 
in Columbus, Ohio, the racers had to 
contend with still-more difficulties. The 
track was in terrible shape and theracers 
were pitted in hot sun from early morn- 
ing to past six in the evening. The heat 
was almost unbearable. Last year they 
were pitted in another area that had 
shade and was much closer to the start- 
finish line. The program was unneces- 
sarily long and no mechanics were al- 
lowed on the infield, whereas the night 
before anything or anybody wasadmitted 
tothe infield. 

The same referee was in charge all 
weekend and the generalopinion of those 
who were involved with the races, in- 
cluding some V.1.P.’s,was that he didn’t 
do a very good job, into consideration 
that a referee’s job isn’t easy. I have 
come to the conclusion in my travels 
from race to race that there are not very 


many referees and their helpers who do 
know their job very well. 

Even though it was a long and a hot 
day, all the riders entered in the Ten- 
Mile National, put on great racing for a 
grandstand and fence lines packed to 
the brim with enthusiasts. Texas Jack 
McNeary took a third in the third ama- 
teur heat and a fifth in the amateur final. 
I thought this was exceptional as it was 
his third time on a half mile and big 
motor, Warren Flickenger of Denver, 
Colorado crashed in his qualifying lap 
doing his motor in even though he did 
qualify for the amateur program. 

sid Carlson, Sam Tanner and Jim 
McMurren were all in the first Expert 
heat. But none made it to the first four 
places that went to the main. In the 
second heat was Neil Keen who also 
didn’t make it and Cal Rayborn who 
crashed rather vigorously. The third 
heat was won by Mert Lawwill, who 
went on to take a well-earned third in 
the Final. Chris Draayer of Utah was 
third in the second heat, but ran into 
George Roeder when he went down in 
turn one, in the final, putting him out of 
contention. He suffered a leg injury, 
but will be back to racing soon. 

The Ten-Mile as Cycle News readers 
know, was won by the one and only Bart 
Markel, who had held the title before in 
1962 and 1964. The picture closes with 
the first three finishers sipping milk out

THE FINISH LINE

Another double-header went into the books from last weekend. These 
once a month Ascot twin bills have proven to be very popular the last few 


years. 


The question most oftened asked around Ascot when the TT boys roll in 
is, “Wonder what the big bikes and the experts would look like on that new 
short course that the novice riders run?” Fantastic, would be the only word 


for the description. 

Take a few riders of the slide artist 
type, like Dick Hammer, Skip Van 
Leeuwen, Gene Romero and Ed. Mulder 
and race them on this little twister and 
it would really put on a show. 

It may come to this some day, as no 
matter how hard the officials and riders 
try and no matter how smooth the show 
runs, the TT’s are unable to finish 
until around 11:30 p.m. 

The main reason is that the light- 
weight rule is starting to catch up with 
Ascot. In past years the novice and 
amateur classes were not too big for 
good racing. 
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Too Many Amateurs? 


In the last few years 250cc racing 
has created an all time high amount of 
amateur ridẹrs who only race at Ascot 
once a month and seldom any of them 
advance to expert in less than two or 
three years. 

The novice problem has been solved 
by putting them on a shorter course. We 
now have an amateur problem that finds 
over 50 riders in this class every time 
a race is run. 

It is a mish-mash class of first year 
amateurs, hit and miss riders and just 
plain fun lovers who have been around 
for years. At least one rider comes out 
for every TT this year who made 
amateur in 1959! 

Amateurs have to score 40 points to 
move up to expert and racing once a 
month just doesn’t seem to catch it. It 
is not uncommon to see a rider finish in 
the top twelve in Ascot points one 
season but fall short of the required 
AMA points to move up. 

Trying to predict a winner in the 
amateur TT class is like picking a win- 
ner in the Irish Sweepstakes. One month 
one rider is red hot, the next time out 
he either misses the main event entirely 
orfalls on his head and picks up tailend 
points. Only the first four riders in 
every amateur race pick up AMA points. 


National TT Coming 

The scramble for national entry 
blanks was record-breaking last week 
as the deadline was Saturday night. A 
reminder to all irders——the national TT 
at Ascot next year will run the same 
time as it will this year. 

The riders that still want to enter or 
were late with the entry can still enter 
by paying the $25.00 late entry fee right 
up to the night of time trials. 

It all goes to the national point fund 
for the top ten experts in the final 
standings at the end of the year. The 
best rule in the book. 

The Friday night chase is on again 
this week withElliott Schultz continuing 
to look better than ever.Sam Tanner has 
his work cut out for him the last half of 
the season withRalph White and Schultz 
putting on the pressure. 

Sammy now has scored 30 wins this 
year and at the present rate is a cinch 
to break the one year all time mark of 
55—with a little cooperation from 
Ralph and Elliott.
